a) mixing a_pigment in particulate form with at least one nonionic surface-active 
substance,

nonionic surface-active substance in an aqueous medium, 

c) addition polymerizing at least one first monomer or addition copolymerizing a 
first mixture of comonomers in the presence of a dispersion obtained after b) 
to form water-insoluble polymer or copolymer at the surface of the pigments 
in particulate form, and 

d) adding at least one second monomer or a second mixture of comonomers and 
addition polymerizing or copolymerizing. 

Claim 2 (Currently Amended): The process according to claim 1 wherein a polymer 
or copolymer having a glass transition temperature T g of about 0°C is prepared in st e p d). 

Claim 3 (Currently Amended): The process according to claim 1 wherein a polymer 
or copolymer having a glass transition temperature T g of 30°C or higher is prepared in step 
d). 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended): The process according to claim 1 wherein a polymer 
or copolymer having a glass transition temperature T g of below 20°C is prepared in st e p d).
